• latu und jiroyreiH nf Ftiiin.'O In cun.slruoUDi; 
iion-cliid ve/>si)ls of war. He .-^ays- : 

As I proniisfil lon^' ago to infoiin you of 
tlio naval coiKiliiiutioris yoin;; on in ttit; 
Eiigli.fli iirui French Navy yarde, luul as 1 
huvL•jll^t cotnplL'ted a tour lliron-;!! these 
y»rd«, I iioiv jj;ivo you a correct ncooniit <d 
wliut is going on Ilieru ; HpeaK-iny first of 
iron-cnsed sliipp — i\.si(liips no! preli;cU;d vviili 
Hn iron artiior will hardly play any part in 
lututu naval warfare. For common peace- 
service ihe old kind of ships will be prob- 
ably continued on rorei<:n Hiatioiis, but for 
•dual wiirfBio their tluie is piist. I begin 
with tho Freiicli naval construetioMH, bccansu 
the Bysleni of iron-i.'a.sin^ ships oti^inalud 
with tliiini, nrid tliey have t)r(uii;hl it at 
oncu to such perfection, that with only very 
slight aleratioiiH the aliips now oa theBloulcH 
are built after iilmoat the aaino plans as tbo 
Gl lire. 

Tho rtench possess in addition to ten 
iron-uaneii (loaiing batteries, constructed 
during and shnrlly after tho C'timunn war, 
tho fullowitii; iron-cased vessels afloat : 

1. Ttro floating balterie.'t. the Peilio and 
Saigun, of 14;roiis eauh, 150 hor^-e pcnvc, 
dastined for bnrbor and coast dofen^.l^ 
Their speed is 6)^ knot!) per hour; co . 
fidered to be perfecily oufiieieiit for I' o 
put pose. They are coated with 5}4 
plates. 

2. Four irin-c.i.scd frigates of llm Gloiro 
cluas ; Gloire, Isorniandie, Invincible, and 
Couronne. They arc iirnicd with .'ilj rilled 
3l)-poundi rri, u!ul have tn^rincs of .'lOD horse 
power. Their speed is I'.i}., laiuls per hoin- ; 
they rather jiitcli a ^'ood deal in heavy weather, 
but their rolling motions are remarkably easy. 
These ships are plated from stem to stern, 
from G}.\ feet below the loinl lino to the upper 
deck, Willi plate,-" of -r',, inches in lliicl<ness 
The captain directs the niovenients from an 
iron-cased towei-, placed behind the niainniabt. 
This tower also eonlains the .itecring-wliecl. 
The oliicers rooms are all under a large roomy 
poop-deck, well ventilated with largo windows. 
The poop is not provided with a casin;;, and 
of course will be K'vcn up lo destruction in 
case of rt H^ht. Their length is 'JoT feel ; 
breadth oC feet ; depth Tt leut. With the ex- 
ception of ibc Oouronne, which is built of iron, 
these ships are constructed of tiii;bcr. 

3. Two iron-cased rainships, Solforino and 
Magenta, of ;)'2 gun.^, and inoo Iiorsc-powci. 
Ijoth ships nre built of timber. The iron 
caJing up lo the main deck extends froui stern 
to stern, but the two batteries arc only (.'ased 
niiiidshi])s, covering 13 gnus in each battery, 
or each deck. The butteries are continued 
foutsidc of an iroa-casud bulkhead; to stem 
and stern, sioiilur to the Warrior, and k-lt to 
destruction in case of a fight. The stem in 
clines from tbo load-line upwards in u grace- 
ful hollow line backwards, and is on the upper 
part ornamented with un eagle. About three 
feel below the load-line, attached lo the stem 
and lortparl of the vessel, is a heavy wrou.i;ht- 
iron spur of 10 Ions weight lur rnnninj,' down 
•thcr vessels. 

The decks of all these bcfore-rnenlioiied 
veiiscl* are plated under the deck plank 
with ^ inch iron. The speed of iluiso two 
rani-»hip.s i.s even higher than that of the 
Gloire, viz., 13^ knots per hour. 

Oil the stocks, the French have the follow- 
ing iron-caued vesselJ : 

1. Two iron-cased floating batteries, Paix- 
hail and Palcstro, (the first of these have 
been a fuw days laiincbed,) of tho Poilio 
class, of I-l guns and loO-horsc po-,vcr, built 
like thorn of liniher. They have no rudder, 
and will bu steered by la.^e (ins or Ineboardr', 
experience having shown thai Ihu coiiiniou 
radders are enlirely insuliicient for .-iteer- 
i;ig ttieso ships. 

2. Seven smaller iron-casoil floating bat- 
teries for harbor defence, built ot iron. 
Three of tliern, the Ariogaiite, Implacable, 
and Opiniaire, are building at Naiilos, in 
the private e^tllbli.•"llment of .Messrs. (iouin 
& Gilbert. The four other.s, I'^nbu-iCiulo, 
1 iniiregiiable. Protective and Ilefuge, aie 
building al |}oid-aux, in the yard ol -Mr. 
Annan. All those hatterica are not destined 
for sea service, but merely planned for 
the protection of the harbors. Of courno 
they also would bo of great service to the 
bombardment ol forts. 

The seven just named bntlories have en- 
gines of 150-horse power, and are armed 
with 8 heavy guns. Thoy are shorter and 
broader than those of the Peiho class, and 
have less draught ol water. 

They will becumpleled for fca byauUimn 
of next year. 

3. Ten iron cased frigates, on a similar 
plan an the Gloiru, but with a little greater 
length, and more height of battery. While 
the Gloire and her sister ships have only 6 
feet of battery, the now frigates will have 
their potta 7>iJ feet above ilie water. Nine 
ol these, frigate.4, viz: the Piovencc, Savui, 
Rovanolce, Flandre, Gnuloise, Magnatiime, 
Valercusc, Snrveillante and Guyenne, are 
built of timber; only onr:, the Heroine, is 
building of iron, at L'Orient. 

If peace sliould continue, it will take abi.ut 
five years to complete ihoso frigates ; but if 
citcuinstances should diclule, every ono of 
them could be ready for sea by tho end of 
next year.

Registration of V otcra. 

Many of our citi/x-iis qiLililied !o bpiiomc 
voters are anxioii.s to luive an oppurtunity to 
record their votes before tliu tiu.M uleeliun, 
ao thnt they may enjoy the privilogB of cast- 
ing them for men of .their chpico. ■ Thjjs;feel- 
icK !s-80:>yory 8troDg)tha,t?.ifi8teps'be not< 
taken speedily by the Assembly of its own 
free will to assure tliem lha! the gtMieral 
election will not come oil' till they can li;yal- 
ly vole, tliey iiiteiul lo call a piiljlic rnuel- 
ing and mako theii- wishes inu.'ii.slaliably 
known. Frum any point of view it would 
be bad policy to prevent Iho newly-qualificd 
electors from having a Toiois in the coming 
election. One of the boons wo , offer immi- 
grants from the Old Country is an enlarged 
franchise. Among other inducements this 
one is near and dear to every Englishman ; 
nnd to ba deprived of il by Ilio Cjvei-niiienl 
would be only to ci-eali! a fei;lint; of inlenso 
indignation, without any corresponding pub- 
lic good. What is. wonted in this country 
is a strong governmRut — strong in the con- 
fidenceiand support of the masses. So if 
an election "were to como off to-morrow, 
and resulted in favor of Ilio present 
govcninient tliroiigh iho iioii-ri';;islralioii of 
qunlifieii voters, tliii yovcriiau'iit uf iho day 
— the niajorily of llu,' l.cuislaiive Assi'tiibly 
—would be still weak. The men who were 
deprived of their rightful privileges would 
very naturally, and very properly, bo indig- 
nant in consequence of being shut out from 
those rights as free men. To cure any such 
feeling — lo jirevent il — the Iruu course is 
to afford an opportnnily lo all lo rt'i^istcr be- 
fore the {general nloulioii. 'flieu tlie iIcIlmI- 
nd party may tlu; more ruasnnably sr.hmil lo 
defeat. Ilut aside and beyoad tlio moro 
registration with a view to the next election, 
the registration laws should be amended, so 
as to allow voters to record Iheir votes every 
three months. The continual change and 
transfer of property makes this necessary. 
Every man who remaijis here foiU- munilis 
becomes a freeholder, wants to feel hiinself 
an Engllslmian ia t!ie full serne — he wants 
to have his voice, and make it felt in public 
uflairs.' When he can do that, he feels a 
personal identity with the country. But de- 
prive him of that priviiogo, and lie is a 
grocer, a baker, or a draper— a mere money- 
worm — anything but one of the ruling class. 
Moreover, wu regard it as a comparative 
certainly that the next Assembly will not be 
of long duration. Il will probably be dis- 
solved within sis or nine niunlhs after it has 
been summoned. Things point very plainly 
to such an organic change— at least ofRcial 
obange— daring the coming year ns will 
make' n dissolution desirable and cerlnin, 
even if il bo not essentially necessary. 
Under such circurnslancc?, iho amendnieiii 
of the J{egislrati(jn Law so as to be opened 
at periodic times for enrolling voles, would 
come to iho aid of iho tljeii-guveriinient, 
giving a fair representation of the views uf 
the country^ 

Muzzling the Proas. 

We had supposed that llic (imo of allenipts 
to muzzle the press in thuse coluniLS, or stop 
men from expressing their opinions had cea^cd 
forever. But it appears Jlr. Justice Hcgbie 
does not think so, and o( course Mr. Create, 
who used to figure in that line in our Assembly 
ahouls C'icorc .' ehcuye .' This liaie the atUmpt 
to muzzle the prc.=s is by lln.^ cvci tiie of the 
same arbitrary power and tyrannical spirit 
that promoted the ](rcclamatioii in iMarcli, 
1859, for the suppres.'jion o( the Hitrrisit Uoi.o- 
j<isT, or as developed later in the " breach of 
privilege" cases, and like tbem canuot bat be 
execrated and condemoed by every man who 
cberisbes the freedom of the press. It oppcars 
that a few issues back n letter appeared in the 
Columbian, signed A, in which ia found the 
following paragraphs : 

"AVhttt is the dilTerenco between rw good 
mining claim and u desirable jirecmplion 
claim ? ^ 

"II Judge lirgbie could accept tuciily acres 
of laud from Dud Morel and, aiid if the said 
Moreland could on appeal lo the said JikIl' e 
procure a certificate of improvement in oppo- 
Bitioii to the will of the resident iMagistrate, 
why he, the said Judge, can hold a claim, or 
twenty, and feel no qnalins of conseleuce 
withal." 

AVlien the Assizes opened at Xc-.v ^^'c,'■i■ 
minster on .Monday, Justice IJcgbie adverted 
to the publication (d this paragraph as a con- 
tempt of court. He staled, according lo the 
Columbian, that he bad been sick at Colton- 
TTOodi and wanted a ploco on which to erect a 
house, so bo purchased 20 acres from a Air. 
Oox, and gave his note for if. The Judge is 
a man of large slatiiro, bat we soarcelv snp- 
posed ho was so large as to rp(|'rni' liO acres on 
which to build a house wlii/ii lie is sick 1 I 
There appear.s to be somcihing very sjiccula- 
tive about this purchase fur a sick man. 
Koverlheless, the Judge summoned .Mr. Jiob- 
son, the editor of the Columbian, to appear on 
Tuesday lor contempt of court. He did so, 
and asked tinio to examine more fully into tlio 
truth of the paragraph, or letter, and slated 
that "in the ineaiitime, he could only olTer 
his lordship a conditional and nnalilied 
apology." That not bein;; sali.-faclory lo 
the court, he was coirimilled to jail lor con- 
tempt of court; and there ihe matler ru- 
inained when the sieainer Kit yesterday. 
The charge implied in the paragraph 
above is a very grave one indeed ; niid we 
do not at all wonder that the Judge should 
feel indignant il it were not true. But the 
facts as detailed in Ihe Ci.hnnhian from the 
Judge's atalemenl certainly don t mend the 
mailer a very great deal; and now that Im 
has rosorled lo Iho exercise of an arliilrary 
power to vindicalo hi.s character, ho can be 
regarded as liltle bettet than an ennined 
tyrant who^e deposition is dosirablu. The 
law may endow this J'utlge with the power 
ho has exercised, but its exercise is tanta- 
mount to muzzling llio press, which nf x\\\ 
things is the last lo bo subinillcd lo \\\ n 
despotically governed colony like l!riti.,-|i 
Columbia. We have not the most remote 
idea that ilr. Robson had any inleiuiou lo 
publish what wa.s not .strictly iriie. So il hc 
had been imposed on, iha least Judge Ueg- 
hie ought to have done, would have been to 
afford him ample opportunity to enter his 
defence. Wa have no more sympathy for 
editors who stale knowingly and inleniion- 
ally what is false, than fur any other liliulles : 
but if a slaltnieni bu iiiaile in a public 
journal that is unlrim, it is but a simple ael 
of justice to the defendant lo give li.im a .full 
and fair upportunily to piovu him lelf iniio- 
oenl. This does not ajipear to bu iho case 
in rofer<>Doe lo ihe caso belbm ns, and There 
fore Ibe action of tliu peopiu of Ncv/ West- 
tninsler in resenting the course of Jddgo 
Begbie ia tu be commended. 



Notoriety Huatlng. 

Notoriety hunters are a queer people. 

Short-sighted ever. They breathe only iu 
an atmcspnero in which tbcv are talked 
about. \V'liellier '.he Ihing be proper — 
whclher diclatf.'d by '-'ound judgment — 
wiiothcr sustaineil by the discriininaling 
poriion of the publij], or only • by . blather- 
skiic", it is aU'ibe;8Snie''^£o*y^ 
people ; biit generally ihefy are-Bnly ■encou- 
raged by Iho unthinking, unreflecting, 
ephemeral, blather sicilo section of the pub- 
lie, and in that ihey si'.ow iheir sliallowno^s, 
llieir lack of slamina, iheir rnonoinaaia. 
Notoriety diflers as mnch from celebrity ns 
a bull'oon docs from a philosopher. iN'ototiely 
is distasteful to men of refined tasfe nnd 
cultivated intellect, beiiauso*' it'is without a 
substantial base. It nauseates them, and 
tlioy turn away with disgust from anything 
ibat smells of an ephemeral notoriety—or 
noloriely in any slia|)u. Celebrity — and 
even incdlociily — always have a substantive 
characler to rceouunend il — whilst noturiety 
ia invariably deficient in sub.'-laulivo elu- 
menta. We have been led into these relleo- 
tions by our cotemporary, who aims at ac- 
quiring a great deal uf notoriety at the ex- 
pense of the I'riiico Of Wales' Culebralicm 
Committee. It has even gone so far as to 
ehaigc — or leave it to be iiiferredl — hat the 
Commitlcp were acting (lishoncstly with ihe 
public. No w no one who knows the (,'om- 
inillee would ever harbor such a thought 
for a moment. Bvery roan of them — Score 
taries, Sub-Committees, and General Com- 
mittee — are placed far above lha reach of 
calumny. They need no defence at all on 
that score. In fnci, we have refiained from 
discussing the hubjccl, having full con - 
fidence in the hoiicsl inlenlions of the Com- 
mittee, besidcjs believing that it would bo 
very bad taste to drag in the mud arrange- 
ments for an occasion that whatever their 
defects may have been, wore made with the 
simple view of cultivating a warm and 
earnest atlachmoiil to our iirospeclive King. 

There are occasions in which public erili- 
cisni ougbl to be tempered wilh a lull diirrec 
ol discretion, nnd we deem the cciebralion one 
of them. The reverse course adopted by our 
cotemporary only tends to bring into disrcpulc 
what ought to bo carefully protected from 
the very semblance or unpopularity. Wc can 
perceive of nnlliing but a .sickly itching for 
notoriety tliat cnuld induce any one lo parade 
day after day Ijeforo llie public mailers lhat 
can never elevate our people abroad, nor pro- 
mole harmony at lionu", or subjocls ot; which 
a division of public seiiliuient sbuuld never 
be allowed to arise. We arc not disoosed 
either to criticise or condemn the Commiiiee lill 
such time as wo see what tlioy really have 
done. It would be premature to du either one 
or' the other. The position the Committee 
hold in society is a gnarantcc that "diihoncsty" 
has found no part in its programme. So we 
deem it but due to those gentlemen that public 
cuminenl should lie restrained lill they make 
their report. In our utililarian coniinunily a 
r.:iinrt is exacted, and has been promi.-eil ; but 
it is lo be hoped that the l-'ommilteo will not 
allow itself to bo bullied out of it — but when 
it is ready that it will bo laid before the pub- 
lic — and we have no doubt that a discrimin- 
] atiiig imldic will bc.'itow on it at least a decent 
consideralioii, wilhout whieh our public occa- 
sions may go n-beggiog lo obtain men in posi- 
tion to lead them.
